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REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1944. 

Being  the  Eighty-First  Annual  Report  of  the 
Liverpool  Hospital  for  Consumption  and  Diseases 
of  the  Chest,  which  includes  the  Liverpool  Sana¬ 
torium,  Delamere  Forest,  Frodsham,  and  the 
Torpenhow  Open  Air  School  for  Children,  Frankby, 
West  Kirby,  Wirral. 


The  Board  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to 
the  Subscribers,  Donors  and  Friends  of  these  Institutions,  the 
Eighty-First  Annual  Report,  being  that  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1944.  The  accompanying  tables  give  some 
indication  of  the  work  for  which  the  Board  are  responsible. 

Now  that  the  war  in  Europe  is  reaching  a  victorious  con¬ 
clusion  the  Board  of  Management  will  be  obliged  to  consider 
their  future  policy  with  regard  to  the  extensive  damage  caused 
to  the  Hospital  by  enemy  action;  before  some  of  the  wards  can 
be  re-opened  extensive  re-building  will  be  necessary,  other 
important  factors  will  also  have  to  be  taken  into  account.  It 
is,  however,  the  resolve  of  the  Board  to  adopt  a  policy  that 
will  ensure  to  the  future  the  great  services  which  the  Hospital 
has  rendered  in  the  past. 

the  Out  Patients’  Department  has  continued  without  inter¬ 
ruption  its  important  part  in  the  diagnosis  of  chest  diseases; 
the  number  of  patients  attending  and  receiving  treatment  has 
steadily  increased  each  year. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Department,  to  which  reference  was 
made  in  our  last  report,  is  now  in  operation.  The  Board  are  of 
the  opinion  that  by  providing  accommodation  for  the  Central 
I  uberculosis  Office  of  the  Liverpool  Corporation,  as  well  as  for 
the  Welfare  and  Mass  Radiography  Departments,  they  have 
increased  the  usefulness  of  the  Institution  by  unification  of  the 
forces  designed  to  lessen  the  prevalence  of  tuberculosis. 
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The  Board  regret  to  report  the  resignation  of  Dr.  E.  4  . 
Baker-Bates,  Assistant  Honorary  Physician  to  the  Hospital  for 
nine  years,  after  being  Stipendiary  for  three  years.  The 
position  has  been  filled  temporarily  during  the  war  by  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  I.  Ansell,  M.B.,  M.R.C.S.,  M.R.C.P. 

4' he  Board  report  with  sincere  regret  the  death  of  Dr.  T.  W. 
Wadsworth,  who  for  twenty  years  was  Honorary  Physician  to 
the  Hospital,  subsequently  becoming  Honorary  Consulting 
Physician.  He  was  for  many  years  Chairman  of  the  Medical 
Board  and  rendered  very  valuable  services  to  the  Hospital; 
his  demise  is  a  great  loss. 

The  Board  of  Management  are  aware  that  certain  structural 
re-arrangements  and  adjustments  at  the  Sanatorium  will  facili¬ 
tate  the  work  carried  on  there,  more  especially  in  regard  to  the 
accommodation  for  types  of  diseases  of  the  chest  which 
necessitate  prolonged  treatment.  It  is  realised  that  plans 
should  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval  at  the  earliest 
opportunity  so  that  necessary  building  operations  can  begin  as 
soon  as  conditions  will  permit. 

Following  on  the  adoption  of  the  First  Rushcliffe  Report  for 
Female  Nurses  last  year,  the  Board  have  accepted  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  Second  Rushcliffe  Report  affecting  conditions 
and  salaries  of  Male  Nurses.  4'he  shortage  of  nurses  still  gives 
cause  for  anxiety  while  the  problem  of  the  domestic  staff 
remains  difficult.  The  Hetherington  Report  on  Wages  and 
Conditions  of  Employment  for  domestic  workers  in  Hospitals 
has  been  adopted  by  the  Board  in  all  three  Institutions,  as  a 
consequence  further  increases  in  expenditure  in  this  category 
have  been  incurred. 

The  Board  have  acquired  the  property  known  as  “  Cliff 
View/’  a  house  with  approximately  nine  acres  of  land  adjoin¬ 
ing  the  Sanatorium;  the  house  has  been  repaired  and  decorated 
and  will  be  used  as  the  residence  of  the  Deputy  Medical 
Superintendent. 

4ffie  Board  are  following  with  keen  interest  the  discussions 
of  the  British  Hospitals  Association  with  the  Ministry  of 
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Health  on  a  number  of  changes  in  the  proposals  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  White  Paper,  which  if  accepted  will  be  more  favourable 
to  the  Voluntary  Hospitals,  as  well  as  to  those  for  whose  needs 
they  minister. 

Torpenhow  again  had  a  most  successful  year,  and  the  many 
enquiries  received  from  Education  Authorities  from  all  parts 
of  the  country  show  the  need  for  this  type  of  school,  situated 
as  it  is  in  open  country.  The  children  derive  great  beneht 
from  their  stay  in  the  fresh  air  and  beautiful  surroundings. 

The  Board  of  Management  desire  to  record  their  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  Alderman  W.  Denton  for  his  kindness  in 
placing  his  Board  Room  at  their  disposal  for  their  monthly 
meetings  during  the  year. 

Annual  Subscriptions  show  a  slight  increase  This  year,  and 
the  Board  of  Management  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
all  Subscribers  and  Donors  for  their  support  during  the  year. 

In  view  of  the  urgent  necessity  for  economy  in  the  use  of 
paper.  The  usual  list  of  Subscribers  and  Donors  has  again  been 
omitted,  but  the  official  records  are  available  for  inspection  at 
the  Secretary’ 5  office,  Mount  Pleasant,  Liverpool. 

-  The  Board  of  Management  gratefully  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  £2,000  frorrg  the  Pilkington  Memorial  Trust  Fund. 
This  generous  grant  will  be  used  primarily  in  the  extension  of 
the  Nurses’  Home  at  the  Sanatorium  as  soon  as  conditions  will 
permit.

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the 
MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT ,  1944 


On  January  ist,  1944,  there  were  117  patients  in  residence, 
and  a  further  346  were  admitted  during  the  year,  making  the 
total  treated  463.  Of  these,  324  were  discharged,  leaving  139 
in  residence.  Of  the  discharged  patients,  192  were  males  and 
132  females. 

The  average  duration  of  residence  during  the  year  was  112 
days,  and  the  average  daily  number  of  beds  occupied  was  140, 
of  which  75  were  by  males  and  65  by  females. 

'Fhe  total  number  of  patient  days  was  51,324,  as  against  the 
maximum  of  59,065  in  1931,  males  accounting  for  27,396,  and 
females  23,928;  males  show  an  increase  of  2,158,  and  there 
was  an  increase  of  1,192  in  females  on  the  previous  year. 

Bed  cases,  dehned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  requiring 
two  meals  in  bed  per  day,  averaged  69,  as  compared  with  76 
in  1943.
